A Paper Spool*. 

The matter of making a paper 
spool I hat would be equal if not 
superior to the wooden spool has 
bees studied for many years and 
the American Thread Company has 
spent considerable money in expe- 
riments in this direction. Until 
recently all schemes failed on ac- 
count of the heavy pressure on a 
spool while in the winding machine. 

Souif time ago the officers of the 
concern believed that they had 
found a good practical substitute for 
the large wooden spool. It is made 
of paper, is much lighter than the 
wooden Spool and makes a great 
saving in freight. Hut still it has 
ils disadvanta 

Another papei spool has since 
then come lo light in this city. 
Spools made on this system have 
undergone thorough tests and found 
lo be able to stand the 
strain put on them in a theard 
winding machine. 

Unlike other paper spools which 
are made from wet paper, this one 
is made from dry paper and is 
pressed into shape by hydraulic 
pressure of 6,000 pounds 
the paper used, any kind will do, 
but the makers Intend lo use old 
newspapers, because they are 
cheaper than other waste-paper. 

In the process of manufacturing 
the spools the old papers arc run 
through a shredding machine that 
grinds and tears the paper up so 
that it looks very much like lints oi 
a tine fuzz. It. is then taken in a 
perfectly dry state and with a glu- 
tinous sizing placed in a mould and 
subjected to great hydraulic pres- 
sure. Ths spool when 
consists of (wo pieces whiol) 

glued together. 

One feature of the spool is that no 
moisture of any kind is used in the 
98, and when it come from t he 
imooth as glass. The 
spool manufacturing by the Ameri- 
can Thread Company, instead of 
being smooth, is rough and has to 
be polished. 

The fu/./., oi' powdered paper, from 
which Hie spool is made is gray be- 
lt is pressed, but aftei the 
spool is the color of rawhide leather 
and looks verv much like a w< 
spool that has been varnished. 
The saving in (his 8jh>o1 over the 
wooden one is in the cost of manu- 
facture. It weights as much as the 
WOOden one and thereby saves 
nothing on the freight bills. Hut 
the cost of manufacturing it 
than half that of the wooden spools, 

The spools made are large ones, 
on which a large amount ., 
is wound. They have | 
made yet in the shape oi small 
ones for retail trade.

Dr. Wyatt Win grave reports 
seventeen cases of deafness which 
he believes to have been caused 
directly by the excessive use of 
tobacco smoking. Dr. Wingravc 
makes the following points: 

vll the cases presented, were 

well-marked instances of nerve 
deafness occurring in heavy 

smokers. 

.' In all the cases the ems wen-

It. In most of those studied there 
was also impairment of the eye- 
sight. 

I. That thirteen out of the seven- 
teen showed marked improvement 
on discontinuing the use of tobacco 
lint in most cases it was impossible 
to Induce the patients to abstain 
from the habit. 

Few people realise the far-reach- 
evil effects of the excessive Ut 
tobacco. Smoke seems such a 
flimsy, harmless thing. Hut, as a 
matter of fact, the smoke is absorb- 
ed both through the lungs direct 
into the blood and into the stomach 

through the saliva. Again, smoke 

is really only a cloud of line parti- 
cles of carbon, or charcoal. This 
charcoal dust inhaled into the 
lungs comes in contract with their 
ObSOrbtlve surface (of about two 

thousand square feet), soon form 
coating of charcoal upon the 
Surface and thus Interfering with 

the entrance of oxygen and the 
escape ofllie body's poisons Those 
poisons thus retained in the body 
seek to escape through other sin 

faces, thus affecting their functions.

Th« 4JalluD<lrt Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rov. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Churoh for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tho present Chtm-li 
is situated on 148th Street, just w«<Ht 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and Is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the ereo- 
tii.n of snob, ii building as above 
indicalod, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
<>r religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gulhiudwt 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which hi* name has always 
boon associated. This was not pei- 
mitted, ami it is suggested as a 
most filling memorial <« him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tho new building will occupy a 
plot of ground ubout forty-flve foot 
along the street frost and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will bo used for the sooial, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tho 
amount, required for '* The» Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish BaiMlpg" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in iiN position and purpo 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial. 
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
